At this meeting a large  com- 
mitiee wili be formed to take furth- 
er steps in promoting among the citi- 
zens of Edmonton a fitting celebration 
to mark the peace centenary between 
Canada and the United States. 

Over 100 invitations have been sent 
out by Industrial Commissioner Hall.

Mayor Short, members of council and 
the commissioners; members of the 
school board and all school principals;

Mr.’ Scammell represents the central 
committee of the association with 
headquarters at Ottawa, and is. tra- 
velling through Cunada and organiz- 
ing, in all the principal cities, commit- 
tees to carryout the arrangements for 
the series of events which will’ mark 
the peace centenary. The matter was 
brought’ to ‘the attention of the city 
council last Tuesday evening by Mr. 
Scammell. The council endorsed the 
movement and authorized Mayor 
Short to name a committee of coun- 
cil to deal with the matter.

After Small Debtors. 

Delegations from the. boards of 
trade of Edmonton and Calgary wait- 
ed upon Premier Sifton and council 
this morning and urged the enactment 
of legislation intended to make it eas- 
fer for creditors to collect small debts, 
The draft which they. submitted to the 
sovernment suggests that any party 
haying an unsatisfied: Judgmentor or- 
der forthe paynient of money by any 
person residing in ‘Alberta may, vpon 
fillng.a copy of the judgment or order 
with the clerk of the district court, 
obtain a subpoena requiring the per- 
son to whom the same is directed to 
appeir before the judge and answer 
questions, produce books, documents, 
etc, and also bo subject to oxamina- 
tion under oath as to his or her prop- 
erty holdings, income, etc, and what 
means he or she may haye of dis- 
charging the debt. The costs of such 
proceeding to be in the discretion of 
the court. Witnesses may also be 
summoned and required to attend. 

If upon such inquiry it appears that 
the debtor !s in receipt of salary or 
wages sufficient to support himself or 
herself and family and-nIso allow a 
weekly payment on the debt to be 
made, the judge may order the pay- 
ment weekly of such sum as the court 
may see_ fit. Upon such order being 
made, the person or persons employ~ ‘ 
ing the debtor may be required to de-} 
duct this sum weekly or monthly from 
the wages or salary earned by the 
debtor. 

The object of the legislation sought, 
it is represented, {s to facilitate the 
collection of judgments and garni- 
shees and to prevent the evasion of 
Nabilities by those who cannot be 
reached by the present law. 

Delegation From Redcliffe. 

A delegation from Redcliffe called 
upon Hon. C. R. Mitchell, minister of

Montreal, Sept. 29—At a largely at-

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THE QUESTION OF RESOURCES 
SUBMITTED TO THE BALANCE SHEET. 

The ever ready answer of the east to the western demand for the resources that the 

west still owes to the east large returns for the advances made out of the federal treasury on 

‘account of the opening and development of the west would sound better to western ears were 
it not for the fact that the larger part of the advances made upon account of development 
were in lands and not in money, and that upon these lands, which were never the possession 
of the east, the west, by the arrangement made by eastern statesmen, has been robbed for 
more than a quarter of a century of the right of taxation. 

When eastern statesmen, at the time of confederation, adopted the policy of land 
granting and bonusing in order to secure railway construction in the west, they handed over 
to railway corporations on all counts lands totalling nearly forty-four million acres, all of which 
was exempted from taxation. allegedly for a period of years but virtually for as long as the 
lands remain the property of the railways. The effect of this exception has been to deprive 
the rural municipalities of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta of the opportunity to ‘raise 
revenue from the corporation-owned land for the construction of roads and ditches across the 
prairies and to load the whole of the taxation upon the lands of those who were doing the 
actual farming. 

At the same time the federal government has been taking millions more of revenues 
from the timber, the coal, the waterpowers and the lands than it has been returning in the 
form of expenditure upon account of immigration or through provincial indemnities. 

So that the federal authorities which exempted every altertuate section of the available 
agricultural land from taxation, thereby robbing the municipalities of the power to improve 
their roads without over-burdening the actual producers, are making an enormous profit from 
the development of the natural resources which the provincial governments are opening up by 
their guarantee policies which secure the construction of railways to make these resources 
available. 


If the federal authorities, under Mr. Borden, were willing to submit the question of the} 


resources to the test of a balance sheet there would be little difficulty in proving that the 
dominion should reimburse the provinces to the extent of the taxation which it has deprived 
western municipalities of through an utterly foolish policy of exemption which has no other 
effect than to retard settlement and make impossible municipal improvements.

The Woodmen’s Lien act, which was one of the 
promises of the last campaign, has progressed in the 
legislature to the point where what remains to make 
it a lavfis little more than formality. 

The law is one which should be upon the statute 
books of Alberta. British Columbia, the Yukon, On- 
tario and other provinces have lien laws protect- 
ing the woodsmen. In this province the lumbering 
business has been very largely in responsible hands, 
and as a consequence the loggers have generally 
been pretty safe to receive their money.

TODAY IN DOMINION || 
HISTORY, 


The great fleet of ocean liners which 
now. ply between Canada and Liver- 
pool, Glasgow, London and Havre are 
monuments to the ability and fore- 
sight of Sir Hugh Allan, the founder 
of the Mne of royal mail steamships 
bearing his name, He was born in 
Scotland 103 years ago today, and 
camo to Canada at the age of 14. In 
the ploneer labors of the development 
of steam navigation in. Canada he was 
associated with John Molson, the 
builder of the first steamboat to nayi- 
gate the St. Lawrence; the Hon, John 
Hamilton, David and John Terrance, 
and others. The crowning achieve- 
ment of his career was the organiza- 
tion of the Allan line of ocean steam- 
shivs in 1852, A fortnightly service 
was instituted between Montreal and 
Liverpool, with Portland; Mc., as the 
original winter port. The Allan Ine 
immediately made. itself a recognized 
factor in transatlantic travel, and in 
point of speed its vyessels were 
superior to those of other lines. The 
founder of the line recelyed the honor 
of knighthood in 1871, and died In 
1882, in his 78rd year. With Sir 
Samuel Cunard, also a Canadian, Sir 
Hugh Allan is entitled to lasting famo 
and a permanent “place among. the 
pioneers in the development of steam 
navigation.

After haying his in- 
jured member attended to, howéVer, 
La Rue hobbled around the bases, and 
got home a few seconds before the 
ball. The Unknowns then hammered 
out three more runs, and won the 
Game and the first world’s champion- 
ship.

Keinsly'’s son 
William saw his father fall, and 


reached for a gun, but before he could 
fire he received a bullet in one of his 
hands. 

The Yazoo and Mississippi. depot ig 
near the Keinsly home and the two 
negroes walked in that direction. A 
train had arrived from Natchez just 
a few moments before and Conductor 
Appleby wag standing at the station 
talking to Flagman W. C. Bond. 
Without warning, the two negroes fir- 
ed on them and both fell. Then the 
negroes directed their fire at Claude 
Freeman, who was waiting for a train 
to take him to his home at Fayette, 
Miss, He was instantly killed. The 
negroes fired into the train, terroriz- 
ing the passengers. 

A sleeping car from Natchez {s left 
every night at Harriston until the 
hrough train from Memphis to New 
Orleans arrives. After the train from 
Natchez had departed, this car was 
@ target of the fire from the two negy 
roes. While many windows’ were 
broken, no one {n the car was injur- 
ed, With the blood lust at the high- 
est pitch, the two negroes made their 
way to a cotton seed house nearby. 
Frightened citizens by this time had 
*phoned Sheriff Hammett at Fayette. 
Summoning former Sheriff Gillis’ to 
accompany him, Hammett started for 
Harriston on horse-back, arriving 
about 6 o'clock. A small crowd of men 
were firing into the seed house, but no 
one had ventured to lead the posse to 
the place. Taking a few men with 
him, Sheriff Hammett, heavily armed, 
started toward the seed house, where- 
upon Walter Jones went to the tall 
grass nearby, and as Hammett ap- 
proached, the negro fired, killing him 
instantly. A shot from the seed house 
brought down Gillls. 

By this time the countryside had 
been aroused and farmers came pour- 
ing in from every direction. A gen- 
eral fusilade of shots was directed: at 
the seed house. A call was sent to 
Governor Brewer for troops. Finding 
his hiding place too precarious, Will 
Jones started to run towards a coal 
chute nearby, but had gone only a 
few. steps when a bullet ended his life. 
A rope was placed around the body, it 
was strung up to a telegraph pole 
near the station, and became a target 
for everyone not shooting at the seed 
house. Soon after Will Jones was 
killed; Walter Jones picked Tom 
Weeks, a negro, off the coal chute by 
his deadly alm, Weeks fell to the 
Bround dead. 

Not long after Weeks was killed tho 
special train bearing the Natchez 
Suardsmen arrived.

“shoot up" the town, but she thought 
he was joking. 

There was no indication of further 
trouble after Walter Jones was lynch- 
ed and the guardsmen returned home. 
boys were still hanging in the coal 
chute. Authorities have decided not 
to hold a coroner's inquest.

Dwindle Down to 4000 
Men in- Arms, 


INDEMNITY FUND IS 
MERELY CONDITIONAL 


Not to be Paid Unless Needed 
or Full Amount Subscribed, 


London, Sept. 29—A great deal is 
being written and said nowadays on 
Ulster and the preparations of. Ulster 
Tor rebellion in case the home rule bill 
becomes law, and from the cable des- 
patches printed in the London news- 
papers {t seems as. thongh other 
countries, especially America, are 
taking the situation in a much more 
serious light than facts really war- 
rant. Of course, it falls in with the 
policy of the unionist press to magnify 
the news and distort the happenings 
in every possible way, but that is no 
reason why observers on the outside 
should permit themselves to be de- 
ceived, 

As a matter of fact, 
reason why the present situation in 
Ulster should be considered in) any 
more serious a light than as a highly 
interesting comedy on a magnificent 
scale, with Sir Mdward Carson’ as 
leading man. Sir Edward is at pre- 
sent being magnified by the opposition 
papers as a great historic figure, a 
leader of a magnificent fight for ‘ib- 
erty, ete. It is doubtful whether his- 
torians of the future will not show 
him as a brillfant man playing the 
mountebank for ambitious ends. 

In considering Ulster and their do- 
ings in that province it is important 
to remember a few main points. One 
of the most important of these is Sir 
Edward Carson's ambition. It {s not 
far wrong to say that he is the most 
ambitious man in England today. And- 
rew Bonar Law is the titular leader 
of the unionists, but {t is far from 
true to think that Mr. Bonar Law 
settles the policy of the unionists. 

Sir Edward Carson is a man much 
more powerful in the councils than 
Mr. Bonar Law. Moreover, if Sir 
Edward succeeded {n forcing Premier 
Asquith to a conference, a compromise 
or eyen a general election on home 
rule, there is nothing he could not de- 
mand and receive from the unionist 
party, This in itself is sufficient. to 
account for the part he {s now. play- 
ing, when it is remembered how firmly 
he Is held in the grip of the ambi- 
tion. 

But beyond that, one must recall 
that a year at least before home rule 
can become law, Ulster will begin to 
feel the effect of this terrible thing, 
and therefore all the pangs and dire 
song which Ulster seems to be now 
undergoing are premature, to say the 
least, dnd “cannot help having an ap- 
pearance of theatricality under which 
it Is difficult to repress a smile, Sir 
Edward the other day endeavored to 
draw a parallel between his Ulster 
movement and the American revolu- 
tion, but the colonies actually suffered 
the effects of tyranny for a long and 
weary period before the revolution be- 
gan, While Ulster is—and Sir Edward 
Carson must admit it—in the most 
peaceful and prosperous period of its 
existence, 

Again, one must stop to consider the 
real size of the Ulster army. There 
is talk on all sides of 20,000; or 50,- 
000, or even 60,000 men, but last 
spring, before parliament adjourned, 
there was much talk of a shipment of 
arms into Ulster. Unionist papers 
made such a howl on the subject that 
it was thought there was really some- 
thing doing. It) turned out that al- 
leged shipments of rifles consisted of 
obsolete weapons, useless even for 
target practice and intended only to 
bluff the government, and all the time 
the government was kept Cully inform- 
ed by Scotland Yard. The chipments 
soon ceased. 

The government is now fully in pos- 
session of the facts concerning the 
real situation in Ulster. Scotland 
Yard has thoroughly Investigated the 
situation and papers are drawn ready 
to prefer charges against Sir Edward 
Carson should real necessity for such 
a step arise. 

But before considering whether tha 
necessity has arisen the government 
must see a few real facts, for example, 
all of the 60,000 volunteers yet seen in 
the actual flesh aggregate perhaps 
4,000, while in order for a rebellion in 
Ulster to be successful, the whole 
British army must first mutiny and re- 
fuse to obey orders. Furthermore, no 
one knows better than Sir Edward 
Carson that !n case of actual rebel- 
lion all personal ambition would be at 
an end until, of course, he can suc- 
ceed in establishing a separate king- 
dom of Ulster, for no government 
would dara promote him after his 
actually taking arms against the em- 
pire. The fact is, no one has less de- 
sire than .Sir Edward Carson to es- 
tablish Ulster as a separate kingdom 

Then there Is the Ulster tndemnity 
fund of $5,000,000. The interesting 
point ‘about this fund ts that; all sub- 
scriptions, {ncluding Slr Edward Car- 
son's $50,000, are made “in case it is 
needed" and “in case the full amount 
is subscribed," Not one dollar is sub- 
scribed outright. Subscribers are 
looking at least a year into the fu- 
ture, 

In considering the question of an 
Ulster, rebellion it Is not necessary to 
discuss at all the rights or wrongs of 
home rule, That {fs a point which for 
the present may be neglected. But 
from a practical polnt of view, the 
whole thing stands today as a gigantic 
bluff, organized for political purposes 
to defeat the government in power and 
with an inordinately ambitions man at 
its head. A year from now will be 
time enough to say whether there Is 
any rebellious purpose. 

Meantime, whatever danger there !s 
lies in the possibility of Sir Edward 
Carson's followers getting out of 
hand, He himself is not at all danger- 
ous. He knows his interests too well. 
But a year hence he may be swept in- 
to the maelstrom in spite of himself.

bloody crimes with darkest New 
York." There has been a murder for 
nearly every day during that period, to 
addition to several unsuccessful at- 
tempts to commit murder, 

The crimes took various farms, A 
house owner shot a tenant who was 
moving out; the owner of a hotel of 
loose reputation killed an indignant 
father Who came to complain of hap- 
penings in the house; two women of 
the working classes were killed by 
their paramours; a deceived husband 
shot down his rival; a man murdered 
his aged wife with an axe as she slept; 
an employee of a bathing — establish- 
ment killed the owner; a woman, afler 
a quarrel about losses on horse races; , 
a seamstress was enl@d into the! 
woods by a bogus matrimonial agent j 
and murdered, Still another man tried 
to end the lives of himself, a wife and 
grown daughter, by turning on the gas 
at night,
